Hearing Opened on Pro- 
posed Chicago M i l k 
Marketing Agreement 


Chicago —CP)— The government 


recommended a program which 
would provide milk at 5 cents 
quart to relief clients when a de- 
partment of agriculture hearing on 
a proposed Chicago milk marketing 
agreement opened today. 


Paul L. Miller, chief agricultur- 


al economist for the department, 
outlined the plan for cutting the 
milk cost to reliefers immediatel> 
after the presiding officer, Glen J 
Gifford of Washington, began the 
hearing with a declaration that the 
department wanted "factual evi- 
dence, not hearsay." 


Miller said five cent relief milk 


would be possible if these provi- 
sions were carried out: paying pro- 
ducers about $1.40 a hundredweight 
for milk sold to relief clients; pay- 
ment of a contribution, subsidy or 
otherwise, by the federal govern- 
ment on each quart so sold, and re- 
ducing processing and distributing 
charges. 


In the proposal of the pure milk 


association for a marketing agree- 
ment in the Chicago market selling 
3,000.000 pounds of milk daily, the 
price base for class 1 or fluid" milk 
would be a minimum of $1.80 a 
hundred, maximum $2.20. 


Miller said that in May. 1939. 


there were £4.156 single persons 
and 57,659 families on relief in the 
Chicago market area, averaging 
S2Z32 a month relief. He said the 
quantity of milk they bought was 
not known but it was evident, be- 
cause of limited funds, that their 
consumption was relatively low. 


Five cent milk, he contended, 


would enable reliefers to consume 
a large volume, producers and han- 
dlers would benefit by increased 


e, and surplus supplies in thc 


market would be reduced. He said 
he plan could be effected through 
'cooperation of producers, handlers, 
abor and government.'*

Annapolis, Md. —CI>— An investi- 


gating committee of the American 
Bar 
association reported today 


judges are too frequently "care- 
lessly 
lenient," 
"biased," 
play 


"hunches," and follow 
practices 


"deserving of censure" in disposing 
of criminal cases. 


"On the whole a very unscientific 


job of determining what treatment 
should be imposed upon those con- 
victed of crime is being done by 
most judges." state and federal, the 
committee on sentencing, probation, 
prisons and parole found. 


Released by Governor Herbert R. 


O'Connor, a committee member, the 
report scored jurists as "deserving 
of censure" ..for a willingness to 
compromise cases if the defendant 
pleads guilty to save the state trial 
costs and time. 


Find Other Abuses 


Other judicial abuses cited: 
'Tar too many judges are care- 


lessly lenient in disposing of cases 
involving youthful first offenders," 
frequently placing them on pro- 
bation into "the custody of their 
parents or relatives who have dem- 
onstrated a lack of the control over 
them." 


Sentencing records of many judg- 


es, as well as their own statements, 
show the presence of "personal bias- 
es." 


The "hunch" system of sentenc- 


ing "admittedly adopted by many 
judges cannot be justified as a sub- 
stitute for a thorough study of the 
individual." 


The group recommended that 


criminal court judges "need more 
specialized training in those scienc- 
es that are making significant con- 
tributions to the study of human be- 
havior if they are to exercise 
dominant power in determining 
what treatment shall be given to 
persons convicted of crime."

VIGOROUS FIGHT 


Vote Is 47 to 31 for 


Amendment Restrict- 


ing Authority 


Washington—OV-The senate ap- 


proved today a price of 77.57 cents 
an ounce for domestically-mined 
silver after voting to wipe out Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's authority to de- 
value the dollar further. 


The treasury now is paying 64.64 


cents an ounce for domestically- 
mined silver under provisions of a 
proclamation which expires June 
30. 


Action to cut off Mr. Roosevelt's 


authority to devalue the dollar 
came on an amendment to elimi- 
nate the devaluation power from 
pending monetary legislation. 


The silver price was voted* 48 to 


30. The vote to eliminate the de- 
valuation power was 74 to 31. 


The senate was considering a 


monetary bill already passed by the 
house, which had approved an ex- 
tension of the president's authority 
over the dollar. The final form of 
the legislation probably 
-will be 


written by joint conference com- 
mittees of the two chambers. 


Administration supporters -waged

Sena- 
tor Pittman .(D-Nev.) as an amend- 
ment to Irgislation continuing the 
administration's emergency^ mone- 
tary powers for two years These 
powers, scheduled to expire June 
30, permit the treasury to operate 
the 32,000,000,000 stabilization fund 
and to pay a bounty price for do- 
mestically-mined silver. They also 
authorize the president to devalue 
the dollar further. 


Western senators, seeking an in-- 


crease in the present silver price^ 
have been holding up the bill by 
lengthy speechmaking and 
have 


created anxiety among administra- 
tion followers that the monetary 
powers may lapse.

Sheriff George Sechuctter was 


convinced Olson was bottled up in 
the area of about 2\ square miles, 
north of the Chippcwa flowage. He 
asserted that if Olson, driven by 
hunger, did not appear at daybreak, 
the posse would go in and get him 
before nightfall. 


Ate Raw Meat? 


Olson was believed to have killed 


and dressed out a deer which depu- 
ties discovered at nightfall yester- 
day. 


Seehuetter said it was evident 


Olson had killed the deer because 
no poacher would try it while the 
area was overrun with possemen. 
Olson was sighted on a bridge Sat- 
urday but escaped as five shots 
were fired at him. 


The spot where the dressed car- 


cass was found is about 2J miles 
from Olson's shack. Deputies haz- 
arded that he must have eaten 
' the meat raw, since he scarcely 


would risk detection by building a 
fire.

Soviet Russia Is Suspicions 


Of Chamberlain and Daladier 


In Mutual Assistance Talk 


BV DEWITT MACKENZIE 


New York—(/^Russia's rejection 


of the latest Anglo-French propos- 
als for a pact of mutual assistance to 
"halt Hitler" has drawn attention 
again to the Soviet's suspicions of 
the intentions of the allied pair. 


Some experienced observers be- 


lieve that the chief doubts of' the 
Muscovites arc directed at the In- 
dividual heads of the British and 
French • governments— Premiers 
Chamberlain and Daladier. Those 
observers even suggest that fresh 
advances from Paris and London 
would have a better chance for suc- 
cess if they didn't come from gov- 
ernments headed by this pair of 
statesmen. 


A particular cloud would appear 


to hang about Britain's 
famous 


"man 
with the umbrella" and his 


much-debated policy of appease- 
ment. The^government of the sep- 
tuagenarian prime minister, who is 
heralded as England's smartest busi- 
ness man, has been accused of try- 
ing to put across a sharp horse-deal 
with tho soviet. 


The Russian chief of stale, 
Jo- 


seph Stalin, pinned the thing down 
specifically in one of his blunt de- 
clarations as long as March 11. He 
declared that the failure of "non- 
aggressor" countries like Britain 
and France to resist "fascist aggres- 
sors" wasn't due entirely to fear 
of revolution in their own terri- 
tories. 


Stalin's Summary 


Underlying this policy of non-in- 


tervention, continued the soviet 
leader, was a desire to embroil Italy, 
Japan and Germany as deeply as 
possible in a war against the Soviet 
Union. Then, when they all had be- 
come weakened by conflict, 
to 


"come on the' stage with 
fresh 
forces" and dictate peace. 


Stalin 
declared 
that 
Russia 


wouldn't be dragged into conflict 
with Germany as a "cat's paw" to 
pull British and French chestnuts 
out of the fire. As recentjy as June 
1 Soviet Premier Molotoff refer- 
red in a speech to this declaration. 


Whatever may have been in the 


minds of Premiers Chamberlain and 
Daladier, a^ good many people in 


both countries believed prior to tl 
opening of negotiations with Russ 
for a pact that the soviet would 1 
deed be involved in conflict wi 
Germany and her allies. 


The British approach to the *ov 
ct for an alliance is a 
complc 


turn-about in the English attitw 
towards Moscow. Ever since the i 
ccption of the communist goveri 
ment the "red. menace" has bee 
held up in Britain-as a dcvourii 
dragon.

months' recesses. Members of con 
gress insist that one of the pr:n 
cipal reasons for adjournment i: 
that they have an opportunity to go 
back home and talk with their con 
stituents. Noxvadays, however, with 
the developed habit of the electo- 
rate in writing letters and tele 
grams and the frequent use also, o 
the telephone, the average member 
of congress is hardly out of touch. 


Recess Meaning- 


What the recesses really mean is 


that members have a chance 
to 


build up their political organiza 
lions at home and sense what oppo- 
sition may be arising to their can 
didacics. 
Such concern is under 


standable in normal times, but with 
10.000.000 persons out of work, defi 
cits higher than ever, and the work 
in a disturbed condition which 
makes it difficult to tell from one 
week to another whether a new cri- 
sis may not be emerging, the neec 
Jor a virtually continuous session 
of congress transcends all persona! 
and political considerations. 


There used to be, and still is ir 


some quarters, a belief that bus 
mess is better when congress fin 
ishes certain stages of its work 
and goes home for awhile. But now- 
adays just the reverse is true. When 
congress goes home, the commis 
sions and boards and department; 
to which congress has delegated 
vast legislative powers and the dis- 
bursement of huge sums begin to 
take ever the whole governments 
scene and there is no fear of con- 
gressional inquiry or the sudden 
passage of a joint resolution of re- 
striction to interfere with the sweep 
of bureaucratic whimsicality. 


Congress today has before it cer- 


tain major tasks which it has neg- 
lected since the present session be- 
gan in January. The problem of ec- 
onomic recovery has been com- 
plicated by the indifference of con- 
gress to the revision of existing 
Jaws dealing with social 
reform. 


When the last congressional elec- 
tions in November. 1928, created 
the present congress, the general 
impression was that the New Deal 
had not to be sure, been repudiated 
but had been held subject to re- 
vision and correction. 


Needed Amendments 


Some of the rcvisionary measures 


now have been adopted, but the 
principal laws which prevent the 
smooth operation of the economic 
system have been left untouched. 
Thus there arc amendments to the 
Securities and Exchange act. Wag- 
ner Labor Relations law, and the 
wage and hour law. which, if made, 
would give business and industry a 
real stimulus. Public opinion wants 
such amendments made. Congress 
knows certain changes should be 
made. If these arc at all justified, 
then the time for such changes to 
be made is without delay. 


Congress has been in a xvaiting 


mood. In the absence of sharp pres- 
sure from the public on specific is- 
sues, there has been a tendency to 
drift and wait till the January. 1JHO. 
rcssion. But the country is suffering 
from maladjustments growing out 
of the extremes in the reform laws. 
The most vital defeat in such legis- 
lation has been the vagueness of 
the standards or fhc omission of 
legislative standards in framing the i 
laws. 


Unless congress delegates in spc- j 


cific terms the powers it is supposed i 
io exercise under the constitution, 
the effect is to turn over to bureau; 
and boards and commissions the 
law-making power. In this is tho j 
paramount defect of the centralized 
system of administration that has 
been built up in the reform era 
brought by the New Deal. That 
why many persons sincerely say 
they favor the New Deal objec- 
tives but not the manner in which 
they have beers executed. 


Reveal Insincerity

Hell's Financial Aids Work 


Out Another Tax Bill, but It 


Has Small Chance for Passing 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison — The third successive 


version of a Hcil administration 
revenue bill in as many weeks to- 
day was given only slightly more 
chance of passing the legislature 
unchanged than the 
earlier tax 


measures which it replaces. 


Harried Heil financial advisors 


who have been applying pencils to 
paper and ringing calculating ma- 
chines _for months today were visi- 
bly weary of the task of trying to 
compromise between public and po- 
litical opinion which is cold to new 
state taxes of any kind and the 
record deficit arising out of low 
normal tax yields and an excep- 
tionally high total of appropria- 
tions. 


However, despite the announce- 


ment from the executive office that 
Revenue Bill No. 3 is final as far 
as it is concerned, preliminary leg- 
islative opinion make justifiable the 
prediction that the newest substi- 
tute will not pass because: 


1. As an effort to satisfy both 


the "highway diversionists," who 
want to use highway funds in- 
stead of new taxes to balance the 
budget, and those wh/o prefer "non- 
essentials" taxes to income taxes, 
the measure will probably satisfy 
neither. 


2. Most of the opposition from 


outside the legislature to the origin- 
al Heil tax bill came from the li- 
quor' and tobacco interests. 
That 


opposition will continue, because li- 
quor and tobacco taxes remain in 
the latest bill. 


3. Much of the opposition within 


the legislature came from the pro- 
posals to stiffen the burden of in- 
come tax payers. 
That will con- 


tinue-because the newest bill con- 
templates heavy exactions from the 
income taxpayers. 


4. There is a strong element in 


the legislature, particularly in the 
senate where an independent sub- 
stitute will be presented soon, 
which demands that cigarette taxa- 
tion, highway fund diversion, pres- 
ent taxes, and rigid economy by 
emergency board orders, constitute 
the fiscal program of the Heil ad- 
ministration, rather than new taxes 
on incomes and commodities. 


No Enthusiasm 


The hesitation within the ranks of 


the administration on a revenue 
program which has been obvious in 
recent weeks was never more ap- 
parent than when the finance com- 
mittee introduced its newest bill 
just after completing hearings on 
the previous proposal. 


Heil's first tax suggestion was a 


general sales tax. which was to be 
coupled with a real estate tax re- 
duction plan. That was thrown out 
by the legislators. He then shifted

posites is the desire of the country 
to have correctives applied. 


Congress has not done its job at 


this session. There is much work 
to be dene. The summer heat is 
often disconcerting here, but a re- 
cess of a few weeks would take care 
of that argument When autumn 
comes, congress can get to work 
and carry on. The status of bills 
and committee reports would re- 
main the same during the recess. 


There is no good reason for wait- 


ing till next January to do things

is expected to yield $3.000,000 a 
year, but that it will fall on "Vir- 
ginia tobacco." 
Wisconsin tobacco 


farmers, however, sent their repre- 
sentative to Madison to argue stren- 
uously against a cigarette tax, ar- 
guing that it would fall upon them. 


More Tax on Income 


While the income tax proposals 


will avoid taxing 100.000 new per- 
sons, as the former measure pro- 
vided, it will bring substantial in- 
creases to those who now file nom- 
inal returns because of the substan- 
tial difference in exemptions which 
the bill provides. 


At present the individual income 


taxpayer enjoys a $37.50 exemption 
under the teacher's surtax. Under 
the new bill that exemption would 
be reduced to his normal tax ex- 
emption. In other words he will 
pay the teachers' surtax rate on 
his normal tax. or about 16 per 
cent in addition to his normal tax. 


Moreover, the bill removes the 


graduated rate on the lower brack- 
ets for corporation income taxes, 
and places a straight 6 per cent tax 
on all earnings, regardless of the 
amount.

If Arsene Lupin, Sherlock Holmes and

Of course, if the 
lead were a singleton, an immediate 
ruff might develop, but this was not 
at all likely and the advantage of 
letting the lead come up to the jack 
was infinitely greater than the risk 
of a second round ruff.

years, but not 
watches. Chris- 


topher Columbus did not carry a 
watch across the Atlantic. They 
were not being made at the time 
of his first voyage. Before he died, 
watches were put out at Nurem- 
berg, Germany but few Spaniards, 
if any. saw one of them until affcr 
the death of Columbus in 1506. 


Those early watches were made 


by Peter Hele. and were really lit- 
tle clocks. Because of their shape. 
and the place in which they weie 
made, people called them "Nurem- 
berg eggs." 


Dozens of other men have work- 


ed to make better watches since 
that period. They have helped to 
build watches whicn are far small- 
er and which keep better time. 


The real power in a watch is the 


mainspring. It is a thin steel rib- 
bon. When wound up, it tends to 
"unwind," as does *he spring -on a 
child's toy automobile. 


The old custom was to open the 


watch case, and use a key to wind 
the mainspring 
Less than a cen- 


tury has passed since stem-wind- 
ing watches began to grow com- 
mon. 


The mainspring causes a so-call- 


ed "barrel" to turn inside the 
watch, and teeth on the barrel 
make the center wheel turn around. 
The center wheel has teeth which 
cause another wheel to move, and 
this wheel works on still another 
one. These wheels, with the main- 
spring, make up most of what we 
commonly call the works or the 
movement of a waich. 


Besides the mainspring there is 


a little spring of great importance. 
It is known as the "hairspring.' 
and without :t a watch would net 
keep good time. Th«J hairspring is 
connected with the balance whe^I, 
and its motion is controlled by a 
wheel with small hooks, known as 
the 
escape wheel. The 
escap* 


wheel, balance wheel and hair 
spring keep the mainspring from 
unwinding too fast, or too slowly.

The fact may be that centraliza-
